enters the outerwear market 
with this Fall/Winter collection: 
predominantly leather and 
suede jackets, coats, and coordi- 
nating separates such as jeans, 
vests, and skirts. Also included . 
is a grouping of fabric items in 
nylon, faux leather, rubber and 
reversible rubber, corduroy, and 
wool. Launched under license 
with G-III Apparel Group, each 
outerwear collection is designed 
to coordinate with the seasonal 
Kenneth Cole footwear and 
accessories, and will be show- 
cased in their stores 
countrywide. Skins run the 
gamut from deer tan and 
smooth lamb cloth, both with 
reversible options, to cowskins 
with various glazes. Just as you 
would expect from a company 
that’s renowned for its witty, 
often satirical advertising cam- 
paigns, many of the styles have 
tongue-in-chic names that are 
indicative of the designs. Ex- 
amples include ‘Deer-ly 
Beloved, Mommie Deerest, 
Lauren Button, La Toya 
Jacketson, Ethel Fur-man,’ and 
‘Jeans Harlow.’ The palette 
encompasses black, brown 
(including dark chocolate), 
lipstick red, maple, chamois, 
olive and natural; while details 
include hand stitching, sheared 
edging, fur collars, faux leopard 
and faux shearling trim. Zippers 
are favorite closures here, rein- 











forcing the clean directional 
mood of the entire collection, 
where styles range from funky ,;
